He was not obligated 
to enforce either State or United States laws. 
More than that, a law cannot be successfully en- 
foreed when public opinion is against it. 

After leaving the Mayor’s office one of the 
members of the committee said that they did 
not expect any positive result from their 
interview with the Mayor.” It was probably 
because he knew their expectations were 60 
limited that the Mayor did not go more fully 
into the subject. Had they been more press- 
ing he would have been more specific, and 
would have told them doubtless of the conclu- 
sions reached by one of his predecessors re- 
garding this question, who had carefully in- 
vestigated it. 

Mayor Roche had no sympathy for Sunday 
saloons. Had it been in his lawful power to 
close them he would have undoubtedly done 
so. Heexaminedthe matter carefully and 
found that for the Mayor to close Sundays the 
4,000 saloons then in Chicago under the State 
law, it would be necessary to procure in the 
case of each offender the evidence on which 
complaint could be made against him. The 
witnesses in each case would have to go be- 
fore a grand jury drawn by a Board of Com- 
missioners most of whom approved of Sun- 
day opening. The persons indicted by such a 
jury would have to be tried by petit juries, 
made up largely of persons put on the jury 
lists by Democratic County Commissioners 
or summoned by bailiffs who favored Sunday 
saloons. It was estimated that out of every 
eight persons who might be indicted one 
might by a scratch be convicted. They would 
appeal their cases first to the Appellate, and 
then if beaten there to the Supreme Court. 
The Liquor Dealers’ Association would put up 
tens of thousands of dollars to hire lawyers 
to defend the persecuted brethren.”’ 

It was figured out by Mayor Roche that if 

he and his police force neglected all other 
business for two years, devoting themselves 
exclusively to prosecuting Sunday saloons, it 
was barely possible that they might get trial 
court decisions in a few hundred eases and 
Supreme Court final decisions in half a dozen 
cases. 
He concluded that the outcome would not 
justify the effort and other matters demanded 
his attention. He was told also by his law 
officers that private citizens could do just as 
much in the way of prosecution as he could, 
and that individuals who disliked Sunday 
saloong could collect testimony against them 
as easily as his police officers and that that 
testimony would be generally stronger than 
that of policemen, most of whom could see 
no harm in the Sunday opening of a seloon. 
Since the State’s Attorney’s office and the 
Criminal Court would do as much for the 
members of a temperance organization as for 
the Mayor he saw no reason why he should 
not let the Sunday-closers try their hands on 
the job themselves. But they never did the 
first thing, showing that their zeal was weak. 

It would bea harder task now when there 
are 7,000 saloons than when there were but 
4,000. There is a better way, that is to se- 
eure the-election of a majority of Aldermen 
who will pass a city ordinance ordering the 
closing of the saloons Sundays. Then the 
Mayor will have the legal power he does not pos- 
sess now. He cannot punish them arbitrarily 
because they are open Sunday. He can use 
only the slow processes of the State law in 
the courts, which can be employed by any of 
the gentlemen who called on him Wednes- 
day. 

If the signers of the petition are voters and 
really favor closing the saloons Sunday, 
then the members of the committee have an 
excellent start. If they can secure thirty or 
forty thousand more voters they will be able 
to elect a majority of the Aldermen to be 
chosen next April, and a year later they can 
elect more Aldermen and a Mayor who will 
bein favor of Sunday-closing. Then they 
can pass whatever ordinances they please, and 
proceed to enforce them. All they want is to 
have a decided majority of the voters to sup- 
port Sunday-closing. As long as a majority 
of the voters are opposed ta their purpose it 
will be slow work to shut up the saloons on 
the first day of the week. 
| MAKE LOW RATES TO THE FAIR. - 

The World’s Fair excursion train which 
started from Pittaburg Wednesday with 546 
passengers and picked up several hundred 
more en route charged $13.50 for the round. 
trip. This is not a very cheap rate by any 
means, being at the rate of IM cents per mile 
for twice the distance of 450 miles between 
the two cities, But the increased patronage 
accorded it may be accepted as an indication 
of what a really cheap rate of one cent per 
mile each way would accomplish. Suppos- 
ing the Eastern lines should try a. round 
rate of $9 or $10 between Chicago and Pitts. 
burg, Wheeling, and Buffalo, with a similar 
concession to popular interests and desires on 
routes between this and all other points, The 
increase of business would make them open 
their eyes in astonishment that they had not 
sooner understood the merits of the situa- 
tion. 

The point is one it will be well to bear in 
mind at the meeting of the Western Passen- 
ger Association today. Its members have 
been called to act ona proposition to lower 
the rates materially from those agreed on at 
the latest session of the body. It is under- 
gtood the Burlington and the St. Paul, two of 
the four roads which are held responsible for 
the delay in meeting the popular demand, 
have changed front and are not only willing 
but anxious to do the fair thing by the public 
along their lines.

LIMIT OF WHEAT CULTURE. 
While wheat is down to about the lowest 
prices ever known since the United States had 
a surplus to spare for the wants of the old 
| World, and the is in large part due 
to the existence of big stocks in store, it is 
cheering to read in the New York Sun another 
article the writer of which tries to show that 
we have reached the limit of wheat produc- 
tion. The statements and reasonings of the 
present article are limited to the United 
States. The point is made that from 1869 to 
1879 our wheat area increased from 19,181,- 
000 to 85,430,000 acres, and another 4,000,- 
000 was added in the next five years to make 
the maximum of 1884, which was 39,476,000 
acres. By this time the arable portion of the 


| public domain had been thoroughly appro- 


priated except in Oregon, Washingten, and 
the Dakotas. Hence. additions to the wheat 
area ceased and reductions began or were con- 
tinued elsewhere than in Minnesota, Kansas, 
Oregon, Washington, and the Dakotas. 
The conversion of wheat lands to other 
uses has been active in the lake States 
and recently is general in all the States 
east of the Mississippi as well as in 
Iowa, Missouri, and Nebraska. In the ab- 
sence of material from which to make new 
farms in any considerable numbers it has 
been possible to offset the losses since the 
last census year only by the conversion of 
more than 2,000,000 acres of the corn lands 
of Kansas into wheat fields. But, the corn 
area of the country being now deficient [who 
told the writer that?], the diversion of corn 
fields to wheat growing is no longer practica- 
ble if we are to continue the exportation of 
animals and animal products on anything like 
the scale of recent years. 

It is argued that with wheat fields giving an 
average yield we now have the product of about 
6,000,000 acres per year that can be sent 
abroad. This is being lessened by increasing 
home wants, due to growth of population 
and also by the diversion of land to other uses 
than wheat growing. The writer convenient- 
ly ignores the fact that the more than a mill- 
on acres thus diverted from wheat to eotton 
in the Southern States since 1880 are likely 
to-be changed back to wheat whenever the 
cultivation of that cereal promises to pay bet- 
ter than cotton, and the latter is now meeting 
competition from India. In addition to this 
he takes no account of the tremendous possi- 
bilities of increase by the opening up of new 
lands by artificial irrigation, which is now in 
progress in the West, and will be pushed vig- 
orously in the future if the conditions indi- 


| cate a probability that it will pay. The pres- 


ent low prices for wheat do not offer much in- 
duvement to broaden the area of wheat cult- 
ure, but prices would not be down so low 
were it not for an idea that the world’s supply 
of wheat is ample in proportion to the demand 
for it. There may be some mistake as to this, 
but need be none as to the fact that the pro- 
duction of wheat in the United States vastly 
could be extended, and that it will be so ex- 
tended if the circumstances indicate to the 
farmer that wheat culture would be profita- 
ble in comparison with other uses for the soil. 
It may be set down for certain that if we have 
reached the limit of wheat production in the 
United States it will be because foreign wants 
can be supplied more cheaply than by our 
farmers, which means that it will pay the 
American farmer better to raise other prod- 
uce than to grow wheat; As this is not proba- 
ble the statement that we have reached the 
limit of wheat production should be received 
with several grains of allowance and hardly is 
it worth while to print it at all. 


WHAT DOES CARLISLE MEAN BY “ COIN?” 
The idea of currency reform which is said 


to be entertained and favored by Secretary 
Carlisle is reported to be as follows as de- 


livered in an interview: 

To pass a specie resumption act redeeming all 
the various forms of money now usedin this 
country and issuing instead a United States 
Treasury note whose value shall always be fixed, 
The plan under consideration is to redeem all the 
present paper currency just as the fractional cur- 
rency was redeemed by the Sherman act of 1875, 
and instead issue what shall be known as the 
United States Treasury note. It shall be re- 
deemable in coin, but in the act the defini tion 
of this word is to be plainly stated. 


The value of Secretary Carlisle’s plan can- 
not be passed upon till his definition of the 
word “coin” is known, Everything hangs 
upon the question whether it is to be silver or 


be redeemed, There would be no trouble 
now if the people were satisfied the redemp- 
| tion were to be in gold coin orina gold dol- 
lar’s worth of silver for each dollar named on 
the aote to be redeemed, At present the word 
| “coin” isan ambiguous one, meaning a dol. 
lar containing 871K grains of silver as much 
as it meansa dollar containing 23.22 grains 
of gold. People who own gold money will 
not lend it while they have any fear the debt 
may be paid off with the same number of sil- 
ver dollars worth little more than half as 
much ag the gold is. For that reason money 
is tight,“ and probably it will remain go till 
the ambiguity is removed. It will not be re- 
moved by a dexterous use of the word “ coin,’ 
unless that be employed in a sentence mean- 
ing gold coin or silver bullion equal in com- 
mercial value to the named number of dollars 
in gold.“ That was the idea of the late Secre- 
tary Windom, and its adoption by Secretary 
Carlisle would simplify matters wonderfully. 
But any other way of dealing with the case 
would amount to little more than whipping 
the devil round the stump,” and leaving the 
country in doubt to be removed only after the 
suffering of far more severe loss than what 
has been experienced up to date. 

What is wanted is that within a few days 
after assembling Congress shall repeal the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act of 
1890, provide that the silver bullion now in 
the Treasury shall be made payable at what 
it is worth in terms of gold, and that the 
Secretary of the Treasury be authorized to 
issue gold bonds if necessary to maintain the 

Antegrity of the currency, With this it might 

be provided that the banks have the right to 
issue notes up to the par value of the bonds 
deposited to secure circulation. There is no 
need for more than this. Congress could then 
adjourn in full confidence that the financial 
incubus was lifted, that the paper cyrrency 
how afloat could be taken care of, and the 
silver monometallists now going shrieking 
through the land with a pistol in one hand 
and a torch in the other would find their oc. 
cupation gone. 

The substitution of a single form of Treas- 
ury note for the several different kinds of pa- 
per currency at present in circulation might 

‘simplify matters somewhat, but is of minor 
ig and would not remove the actual 
trouble. The people could get along with 
She present variety of issues well enough if 
gatisfied that the currency is to be main- 
tained at par with gold by the government.

ers of its 800 millions of outstanding ndtes; 
and Secretary Carlisle has no lawful authority 
to require gold payment for customs dues, tax 
on liquors or tobacco, or for postage of any 
other revenue, Neitherhas he any authority 
to sell bonds payable in gold to obtain gold 
to replenish hig redemption fund; and that is 
the dilemma of the whole Treasury situa- 
tion. Secretary Carlisle makes public no sug- 
gestion or plan for its solution, but is drifting 
along till Congress meets and devises one. 


THE FREAK GOVERNOR OF KANSAS’ 
SCHEME, . 


Mme. Lease’s Populist Governor of Kansas 
is anxious to djvert the foreign trade of the 
trans-Missouri States from the Atlantic sea- 
board in order to punish that section for op- 
posing his fiat scrip scheme. He wants tlie 
products of his part of the country to go to 
Europe via Galveston and the Gulf of Mexico. 
He thinks there would be no difficulty about 
carrying out his plan if he could secure the 
coòperation of one European government. As 
a step in that direction he is about to appoint 
a commission to visit this city to confer with 


the foreign Commissioners who are in at- 


tendance on the World’s Fair for the purpose 
of opening negotiations with foreign nations. 
The crank Governor understands that these 
Commissioners have no authority to act, but 
he is confident that they would receive his 
ambassadors and present his scheme to their 
respective governments, 

The foreign Commissioners, with their ideas 
of punctilio and propriety, will be much as- 
tonished if any Kansas Populists call on them 
onsuch anerrand. They will as delicately as 
possible call the attention of the latter to the 
fact that the only channel through which their 
propositions can reach foreign governments 
is that of the American State Department; 
that their pations know nothing of Kansas or 
its singular Governor and cannot hold inter- 
course with any of the American States ex- 
cept through the General Government, They 
will intimate to the representatives of the 
Kansas freak Governor that he should for- 
ward his plans to the Secretary of State, who 
will possibly send them across the ocean. If 
the freak Governor has sent off his Commis- 
sioners he should recall them before they 
make themselves ridiculous, 


CREMATE THE GARBAGE. 

Tas Tamm printed yesterday an account 
of the sufferings of the people of Grand Cross- 
ing, due to the existente of a city garbage 
dumping ground to thé west of them. When- 
ever the wind blowuy from that quarter they 
are inundated with the offensive odors of the 
vast heaps of decaying animal and vegetable 
matter. Those who live nearer to the dump 
of course suffer more, It is said of them: 


The residents of this neighborhood, known as 
Pierce's Park, have made numerous complaints 
to the health officers and to the police, but to no 
avail. There are over seventy-five families in 
that district who are affected by that terrible 
stench. It is sometimes nearly unbearable. Some 


nights the windows of the houses have to be 
closed to shut out the deadly stench. Everything 
is dumped there—decayed vegetables, rotten 
meat, rotten fruit, and hotel refuse, 


These victims of the criminally filthy policy 
of the city regarding garbage disposal live in 
the outskirts and their number is compara- 
tively small. But they are not the only 
sufferers. Thereisa garbage dump at the 
foot of Twenty-seventh street and whenever 
the wind blows from the southeast, as it did 
night before last, the stenches are such that 
the residents of a populous district extending 
half a mile south and west have to close their 
windows and stifle or leave them open and be 
sickened. 

The city has no more right to commit a 
nuisance than a private citizen has. If it does 
commit one it is amenable to the law like 
him. The city has no right to go anywhere 
within its limits and heap up refuse which 
rots and makes people sick. Citizens who 
are injured can go into court and get an in- 
junction, for there are other and better ways 
of disposing of garbage, It can be cremated 
and disposed of forever. The only reason 
why it is not disposed of in that manner is 
that city officials are shiftless and that there 
is more money for contractors in sticking to 
this dirty method of piling up the garbage 
and allowing it to rot itself away. 

There was a time when the outskirts were 
so thinly settled that few were offended by 
the garbage heaps. Thatis not the case now. 
Wherever the stuff may be piled it offends 
and endangers the health of many, So 
city should change its methods at once or it 
will find itself ordered to do 80 by same 
court.

The decrease of nearly $3,000,000 is in 
great part due to the fact of lower prices this 
year than in June, 1892. The shipments of 
wheat were slightly larger in volume and 
those of flour show. an increase of more than 
100,000 barrels. There was an increase of 
nearly 1,600,000 bushels in corn and one- 
fourth of that in barley, but the average ex- 
port prices were 75.9 against 91.6 for wheat, 
$4.49 against $4.72 for flour, and 47.8 
against 55.3 for corn, In provisions, etc., 
there was a decrease in quantity exported 
owing to the fact of a smaller supply in this 
country, and higher prices were the result, 
Cattle and bacon show a decrease of nearly 
one-half in quantity, but the latter was valued 
at an average of 10.9 cents per pound egainst 
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shape of a visible supply, will 
United States to export as much wheat 
flour the coming twelve months as in the 
cereal year (ending with June). But the 
ropeans will want large quantities of 
corn, and oats, for feeding stuffs, their home 
supplies of those things being unusually. short 
because of the exceptional drought that has 
prevailed there for months past, and the indi- 
cations are for more of a movement of pro- 
visions across the ocean, though for the nonce 
the demand is very poor on account of the ex- 
tensive slaughtering of animals for which 
feed was scarce and dear in the British Isles. 
The general depression of industries abroad 
may tend to restrict food consumption, yet 
the probabilities are our exports will show an 
increase in quantity, and there will be room 
for some improvement in prices if the pres- 
ent pecuniary stringency be relaxed by judi- 
cious action on the part of Congress. 


Tun villainous condition of the river is due 
to.the fact that for some days much less water 
than usual was thrown out of the river into 
the canal. The old pumps, which have a ca- 
pacity of not to exceed 45,000 cubic feet. per 
minute, were stopped in order that there 
might be a tést of the two new pumps, which 
havea capacity of 25,000 cubie feet. Con- 
sequently while the test was being made the 
dilution was reduced about a half, the result 
being bitter complaints from Joliet and an 
amazingly filthy river here, The test having 
been finished the old pumps have been set at 
work again, and if they are forced to do their 
full duty the river ought to stink much less 
violently. It has been suffered, however, to 
get into a shocking state. If the new pumps 
are accepted they ought to be set at work at 
once. Probably with the old and the new 
ones going it might be possible to throw. 60,- 
000 cubic feet a minute into the canal, which 
is something that has yet never been done, 
Then with that larger dilution the river would 
become less offensive, It is out of the ques- 
tion that it should be left ia its present shock- 
ing state. The pumps should throw all the 
fluid into the canal which they can be made 
to do, and if the Commissioners say it is more 
than their ditch will carry off then they must 
raise its banks. The condition of the river 
is such as to endanger the public health, It 
is a dangerous ouisance, and the Canal Com- 
missioners must not be permitted to lessen 
the efficiency of the only available im- 
mediate means of abating that nuisance.

A Massacuusetts cotton mill, employing 
8,000 pairs of hands, is announced to close 
down at the end of this month, and it is in- 
timated that other mills are likely to follow 
suit.“ Ifthe government would buy their 
surplus product they could continue in busi- 
ness, but if the government should also inter- 
fere in behalf of the cotton growers, taking 
enough of their product to enable them to 
keep the price up to nearly twice the actual 
cost of raising the fiber and preparing it for 
market, the result might be embarrassment 
to the proprietors of the mills in New En- 
gland unless the whole of their production 
were bought up by the authorities at Wash- 
ington, on account of underselling of foreign 
made cotton goods, The dilemma suggests 
that of the silver miners, who claim they are 


unable to do business unless the whole off 
their production is taken by the National 


Treasury. But why the government should 
assume the responsibility of finding a market 
for either, when the people do not want the 
goods at the prices asked, is a mystery which 
Senator Jones and his free silver associates do 
not explain. Nor have they yet made a single 
statement to show that any benefit could arise 
to the people from such a policy. 


In the letter addressed to the Council by 
Mr. Halle there appears the following state- 


ment: 

I can hardly believe, however, that the Com- 
mon Council will try to prevent a representation 
of the German element of our cosmopolitan city 
on the Board of Education, or will attempt to in- 
fluence the free and untrammeled exercise of the 
honest judgment of the members of the board.

They simply cut off $5 
from the selling price of all tickets in the 
rn territory, which includes everything 
south of the Ohio River. All the Southern 
lines were represented and all agreed to this 
plan of reduction. The cut rates will apply 
to everything from here to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. The reduction is not as sweeping as 
some of the lines wanted and it is not im- 
probable that this cut issimply the beginning 
and that Southern rates will get down as low 
as those in any other direction. ; 
This plan of reduction is quite the reverse 
‘of what the Western lines are endeavoring to 
bring about. The Western lines argue that 
rates within a few hundred miles of Chicago 
ought to be higher proportionately than those 
from amore remote district, and they think 
that whatever reduction is put in force should 
be graded inversely according to distance. 
This Southern reduction in simply slicing off 
$5 from the present. established rates 
makes the percentage of reduction larger for 
the shorter distances. It almost cuts the 
rates in two to the nearest territory to which 
the reduction applies, which is the Ohio River, 
while it only takes off 20 per cent from the 
rates in the southern part of the territory. 
The Western Passenger Association will 
take the question of reduced World’s Fair 
rates morning, and their meeting will 
‘without doubt be alively one. There is a 
wide divergence of views among the members, 
and yesterday there was found some disposi- 
tion to attempt to postpone action at this 
special meeting and let the matter go over to 
to the regular meeting the last of next week.

A. H. BLISS RELIC OF THE WAR. 


Telegraph Instrument Found on Spottsyl- 
vania’s Battlefield—To Be Brought Here. 
A colored man, plowing in a field near the 

old Town of Fredericksburg, Va., a few weeks 

ago, turned up a little gutta-percha box, 
which will be brought to Chicago if money, 
time, and energy can secure it and placed 
where it ean be inspectea by a band of gray- 
haired men who were frisky youngsters when 
that box was new. It is a little pocket tele- 
graph instrument, a relay and key combined, 
built inside of a gutta-percha case. John Dean 

Caton, ex-Chief Justice of Illinois, made it 

years ago at his instrument factory 

at Ottawa. It was one of the type of instru- 
ments issued to the army telegraph operators 

in the great War of the Rebellion. A. H. 

Bliss of this city served three years in that 

corps. He carried that instrument one year 

ticked out the orders of Sedgwick, Meade, and 

a dozen commanders in half a dozen 

bloody battles, and he lost it on the field of 

Spottsylvania.

ELEVATE AND LOWER. 


| COUNCIL OOMMITTEE WILL MAKE A 


QGOUNTER PROPOSITION. 


Lake Shore and Rock Island Roads Will 
Be Given a Chance to Consider the 
Plan for Raising the Tracks Ten Feet 
and Depressing the Streets Four Feet 
The Mayor and the Corporation Counsel 
Scored in the Meetings—Arguments in 
Favor of Giving Up All Work. 

Mayor Harrison was rather roughly handled 
at the meeting.of the Special Committee for 
the Abolition of Grade Crossings yesterday. 

Incidentally Corporation Counsel Kraus came 

in fer some criticism and the committee itself 

did not escape. There was a full attendance, 

and Father Flanigan and Father Kelly were 

present to represent the interest of their peo- 
ple. A. W. Pulver of the Northwestern road 
was also present, There was a good deal of 


| inconsequential discussion before Ald. Swift 


took part. There was a change when he 
did so. 


In substance he said that the Mayor, having 


come to the conclusion that the O'Neill ordi- 
nance was not wholly practicable, had shifted 
responsibility for devising some workable 
scheme. The committee had been in exist- 
ence two months. It had done nothing 
of any consequence. It had listened 
to the propositions of railroad companies 
which were so absurd on their face as to be 
unworthy of consideration. He thought there 
was little use in holding further sessions. He 
believed the best thing to do would be to re- 
port back that nothing could be done, and 
thus place on the execiitive the responsibility 
of enforcing the O’ Neill ordinance. 

The railroad companies, he said, would be 
willing to make terms if there was a vigorous 
attempt to enforee the O'Neill ordinance, It 
is true the Mayor said the ordinace is not 
wholly practicable. Very well, let the Mayor 
enforce it where it is practicable. The rail- 
road companies had been given ample time. 
The question of the elevation of the tracks is 
not a new one. They were aware of what 
they could do, and could not do, and they had 
ample time to communicate with the com- 


mittee if they were disposed to do what was 


right. 

5 the course of his remarks Ald. Swift dep- 
recated irresponsible criticism of the Aldermen 
for not doing what it was impossible to do. 
This brought Father Kelly to his feet. He 
said he did not criticise the Alderman in his 
public s hes, he only criticised the exec- 
utive. He alludéd to the proposition of the 
Lake Shore and Rock Island roads to eleyate 
their tracks as one that might afforda basis 
for compromise. 

Madden on the Counter Proposition, 


Ald. Madden did not agree with the last 
speaker. The proposition of the Lake Shore 
and the Rock Island people was that the city 
should pay for the elevation of their tracks. 
Perhaps Father Kelly did not know that. 
The committee had made a counter proposi- 
tion which undoubtedly had come within 
the knowledge of the Rock Island people. It 
was that the city would consider a proposal 
for the elevation of the tracks ten feet, a de- 
pression of the street four feet, and that the 
railroad company bear all expense of eleva- 
tion and depression. That had not been for- 
mally eommunicated to the Rock Island and 
Lake Shore people. The Corporation Coun- 
sel had deprecated embodying it in an ordi- 
nance, as that might be considered a surren- 
der of the city’s position assumed when the 
O'Neill ordinance was passed. He (Ald. 
Madden) did not think so. But though the 
plan had not been formally presented to the 
railroad cOmpanies, yet he knew that those 
corporations were aware that the . would 
negotiate on the basis indicated. He, too, 
was tired of holding meetings 

and was disposed to go back to the 
O’ Neill ordinance. 

Ald. Mann was still in favor of compro- 
mise. He agreed with the Mayor that the 
O’Neill ordinance was impracticable and 
wholly so. He believed in giving the railroad 
companies one more chance. He thought that 
the city could use coercion on certain lines. 
But he was rather astonished at the attitude 
of the Corporation Counsel and the Mayor. 
They both admitted that the railroad compa- 
nies have tres on the public, have un- 
lawfully occupied the highways, and they 
threatened to ougt them from their illegal po- 
sition only as means to coerce them into 
obeying the demand for track elevation. 


Motion to Offer a Compromise. 


“That is a curious position to assume,” 
said Ald. Mann, yet I am not disposed to 
be hasty, and I move that this committee no- 
tify the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
company and the Chicago and Rock Island 
company that we are ready to consider a 
proposition from them to raise their tracks 
fourteen feet between Sixteenth street and 
Sixty-third street, the companies to pay all 
costs, including cost of and land — 
ages arising from the depression of the street 
four feet. 

Ald. Sexton, who had been called to the 
chair by Ald. McGillen, thought it would be 
only waste of time to make the preposition, 
and that the whole subject should be referred 
back to the Mayor and that the committee 
and the Council stand on the O’Neill ordi- 
nance, leaving with the Mayor, as the execu- 
tive officer of the city, the responsibility of his 
position in the matter. However, as a last 
effort at compromise, he would vote for Ald. 
Mann’s resolution, which was then adopted. 

Corporation Counsel Kraus agreed to 
notify the two railroad companies of the 
action taken and the committee will be 
called together again, if the railroad com- 
panies appear to in an accommodating 
spirit. 

Mr. Kraus resented the criticisms on the 
Mayor, who he says is doing the best he can 
for track elevation, and said with regard to 
the failure to tear up the tracks of the Penn- 
sylvania compan egally laid that the delay 
was due to the fact that the officers of the 
Pennsylvania company say they are going to 
propose a plan for track elevation at an early 
date. With —_ to the criticism on the 
Mayor it takes the form of an accusation that 
he suggested the appointment of the com- 
mittee to shirk responsibility and to kill 
time. At one time during the discussion the 
Co tion Counsel ventured to say: 

Well, gentlemen, I cannot suggest a way 
to bring the railroads to you unless you tear 
up tracks on streets on which the railroads 
* and deny them any other privileges. 

** Why don’t you tear up tracks if the rail. 
road companies are trespassers?” asked 
Chairman McGillen of the Corporation Coun- 


sel. 

“IT willifI am ordered to do so by the 
Council,” retorted Mr. Kraus. 

Is it necessary for the Corporation Coun- 
sel to have authority from the Council to re- 
move tracks which are illegally down?” asked 
Ald. Mann.
